Like Wild Beasts for the Food 


Set Before Them by the 


Anti-Cruelty Society. 


PITTSBURGH, Pa , Peb 7.—Driven to 


desperation bordering-on insanity from 
hunger and poverty. Louis Williams, 
colorc 1, made a probably (.uecessfiil 
attempt to murder his wife yesterday 
at their home on Stockholm street, in 
,lie Twelfth ward. Without a word of 
revocation or an instant's warning 
Williams crushed his wife's skull with 


flatiron, afterward kicking' her al- 
oht lifeless body in a fiendish man- 


ner. 


Williams immediately attempted sui- 
ide by taking what he supposed was 
rough on rats. It proved, however, to 
»e soap bark, and resulted on,ly in 
making him very sick. 
At the police 


station Williams showed uniqihtaka 
ole signs of insanity, and seemed happy 
when told his foife would die 


The scene oE tlie tragedy presents 


the most abject poverty imaginable, 
'ihe four children, ranging m age 
from 1 to 0 years, were m a pitiable 
condition. The hovel was without a 
spark o£ fire or a morsel of food and 
almost devoid of furniture. 


When food was placed before the 


children at the Anti-Cruelty society 
rooms they fought for it with the des- 
peration of starving animals. 


Mrs. 
Williams was taken to the West 


Pennsylvania hospital, where it, is said 
she cannot recover from her iniurics. 
She is 25 years of age, and for several 
months has been the sole support of 
the family. Williams is 32 years of 
age, and was very industrious at his 
trade of plasterer when work could be 
had. The family came from Culpep- 
per, Va., four years ago

rule, when amendments were in order. 


The principal speech in g-eneral de- 


bate was made by Mr. Brosius (rep., 
Pa.) a member of the committee re- 
porting the bill, who made an eloquent 
appeal in the name of patriotism and 
duty for nnitcd action to relieve the 
country from its present condition. 


The amendments proposed by the 


committee, \\ilh two exceptions, were 
agreed to, after an interesting and at 
times exciting debate, during which 
there was much confusion oa the 
floor.

Few natural phenomena are so diffi- 


cult to'observe as lightning. The dis- 
tant flash is now often recorded by pho- 
tography, but what happens in the 
immediate vicinity of a destructive dis- 
charge is not generally known. H 
there are witnesses'they are dazzled 
and deafened, and their impressions 
are often confused in the highest de- 
gree. Hence, scientific men are always 
glad when a discharge leaves its tracks 
behind it, and it is rare that discharges 
are so clearly left .as in a ease described 
and illustrated in Cosmos, Paris, No- 
vember 17, whose account ia translated 
below: 


"On this date (July 22, 1894) a series 


of thunderstorms occurred in the west 
of France, in Belgium, and even in 
Holland. About eleven o'clock at night 
one of these was raging over the city of 
Nioct, when a violent elap of thunder 
was heard, and the lightning struck the 
house 60 Avenue de Paris. The electric 
fluid first struck the chimney, then, de- 
scending along the roof, it tore off one 
threw to the ground a great number o: 
tiles. This done, it reached the water 
pipe and' followed it till within about 
five feet of the ground. At this point 
the phenomenon. changed all at once 
the electrical discharge left the pipe 
jumped across to the iron hinge of a 
window-shutter, reached the fastening 
on which there are traces of fusion, anc 
then descended to the grating that pro 
tccted a cellar-window. 


"To make its path incontestable i 


left its trace on the wall, which ha 
been recently painted a yellowis 
white. The next day it was seen that 
the track of the electricity over the 
paint had turned brown, as the photo- 
graph shows. 


"We are, then, in the presence of a 


positive and undeniable record. It re- 
mains to explain the facts. 


"M. Sieur, professor of the college of 


Niort, to whose courtesy we owe this 
interesting photograph, thinks that the 
fluid, finding in the water pipe an in- 
sufficient outlet to the ground, divided, 
and that one part directed itself toward 
the hinges of the shutter in order to 
reach the ground by the cellar. This 
explanation, though it seems very nat- 
ural,* is not in our opinion the most 
probable. The gratings, the hinges 
and the fastenings of the shutter form 
a mass of metal large enough to assume

"by induction a high electric potential. 
The difference of potential between the 
hinge and the water pipe at the mo- 
ment of the lightning stroke would 
have been sufficient to overcome the re- 
sistance of the intervening space, pro- 
ducing a discharge.

It may not be generally known that 


the nature of the pins used in fasten- 
ing the specimens in collections of in- 
sects is a matter of trreat importance. 
Ordinary brass pins, even when well 
tinned, are v<?rv liable to oxidize in the 
body of the insect, and ^ften thus de- 
stroy' rare and valuable specimens. 
Blaclt varnished pins are almost as bad, 
as the glaze soon cracks, leaving the 
metal exposed. 
Even plated pins do 


not anpear to resist the action of the 
compounds developed ifl the body of 
the insect, though solid silver ones will, 
so that cheap silver may at least be a 
boon to the entomologists. A bronze 
pin has found favor of late, but is far 
'from being a perfect fastener. 
The 


latest thing is a nickel alloy, which 
possesses decided advantages of tlie 
common kind whose basis is brass.

Ifoveiiiment than I otherwise could 
and might legally receive, I now 
desirs to express and make known,

ance. Blixt was calmed and the case 
proceeded.

a severe "headache and was ^xcused 
with the understanding that la^should 
be called to-day. 


All through the trying ordeal of his
